best works on the science of Spiritualism, he 
left nothing remarkable in poetry teaching our 
faith; his fame as a poet came from ‘‘Life on 
the Ocean Wave," 

While Bryant wrote much that shows he 
knew spirit communion was a fact, and much 
that taught our philosophy. he failed to 
put McCreery’s poem in his great collection 
called ‘Library of Poetry.” Neither do we 
find it in Dana’s “Household Book of 
Poetry,” Coates’ “Fireside Encyclopædia of 
Poetry,” nor that late and excellent collection 
called ‘‘Cambridge Book of Poetry and Song,” 
by Charlotte Fiske Bates, They all have 
much in far inferior, as well as many superior 
poems teaching our great truth and philoso- 
why. Rev. W. H. Milburn, in his ‘Royal 
Gallery of Poetry," says of J. L. McCreery: 
“An author whose fame rests on his beautiful 
poem, ‘There Is NoDeath.’ The poem lias 
been widely and wrongfully attributed to Bul- 
wer, but is contained in a volume of Mc- 
Creery’s poems, published in this country, and 
is undoubtedly his.” 

In the April number of Moses Hull's New 
Thought, in an article by himself, he speaks 
of McCreery as ‘Iowa's spiritual poet,” quot- 
ing his first and tenth stanzas, Did he once 
live in Iowa?
